Sierra Madreans voted by 
a hotter than 2 to 1 margin 
Tuesday to improve and ex¬ 
pand our public school sys¬ 
tem. 

The vote in favor of the 
$300,000 bond issue was 800 
in favor and 337 against, a 
turnout of about 25 per cent 
of the eligible voters. This is 
considered a good vote in 
school elections and sur¬ 
passed the percentage figure 
chalked up in neighboring 
cities. 

At Sierra Mesa School, 
there were 417 votes in favor 
of the bond issue and 150 
against. At Sierra M a d r e 
School, 383 voted yes; 187, 
no. The total “yes” vote ex¬ 
ceeded tile required two- 
thirds majority by 63.

Final Rites 
Observed for 
Mrs. Almen 


Mrs. John Almen, 1915 Vis¬ 
ta Ave., Sierra Madre, died 
Oct. 15 following a lingering 
illness. She was 67 years old, 
a resident of Sierra Madre 
since 1952. 

Born March 11, 1890, at 
Almota, Wash., Mrs. Almen, 
nee Lulu Mae Richardson, 
grew up in Pullman, Wash., 
and Grangeville, Idaho. 

She became the bride of 
John Otto Almen on June 30, 
1912, at Pullman. The couple 
resided in the Northwest un¬ 
til 1923 when they moved to 
Dayton, Ohio. In 1926, Mr. 
Almen became associated 
with General Motors in re¬ 
search engineering, and the 
couple moved to Detroit. 

In 1937, the Almens began 
to spend most of the year in 
California. Five years ago 
they moved to Sierra Madre. 
A student of geneology, Mrs. 
Almen traced her ancestry 
back to Gundicar, Burgun¬ 
dian chief in 411 A.D. 

Among her "blood” rela¬ 
tives were George Washing¬ 
ton, Daniel Boone, President 
James Madison, President 
Zachary Taylor, Gen. Robert 
£. Lee and Elizabeth II, pres¬ 
ent queen of England. She 
was a member of the Daugh¬ 
ters of the American Revo¬ 
lution. 

She is survived by her hus¬ 
band, John; a son, Wright 
Almen Parkins, w’ho is a vice 
president and general man¬ 
ager of Pratt & Whitney 
Corp. in Hartford, Conn.; two 
daughters, Mrs. Ruth Almen 
Heine, Oakland, and Miss 
Mary Carol Almen, Los An¬ 
geles; three granddaughters, 
and several sisters. 

Funeral services were in 
Forest Lawn Cemetery. 


A wild fox, captured in the residential area of Pasa¬ 
dena in September, was found to have rabies, Dr. Roy O.

“This means,” Dr. Gilbert said, “that for the first 
time in several years, our county wild life has been 

classified as endemic for __ 

rabies.

So far this year, the coun¬ 
ty health officer has classi- 
fied 26 animals as rabid: 22 
dogs, two cats, one skunk 
and one fox. 

Last year at this time, Dr. 
Gilbert said, there were 121 
rabid animals, which indi¬ 
cates a marked effectiveness 
of the new laws requiring 
vaccination of domestic ani¬ 
mals. 

“On the other hand,” he 
said, “the rabid fox indicates 
a clear warning—don’t ap¬ 
proach any wild animals. 

“As a general rule, it 
should be remembered that 
wild life is wild, and that 
being able to approach or 
touch any wild animal 
means that the animal must 
be sick, and the sickness 
could be rabies.”

Mrs. Julius (Yvonne) Hammerschmitt, 275 E. Orange 
Grove, loves to make desserts and salads with a gelatin 
base. These recipes she gave me are not only delicious to 
eat but most attractive and eye appealing. 

ORANGE ICE BOX CAKE 

1 envelope Knox gelatin 
14 cup boiling water 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup orange juice with 
pulp 

1 large sunshine cake or 
about 24 lady fingers 
i/ 4 cup water to soften 

1 cup cold water 

2 tbs. lemon juice 

3 egg whites 

Soak gelatin in % cup wa¬ 
ter for five minutes. Add hot 
water to dissolve and allow 
to cool slightly. Add one cup 
sugar. Then add lemon juice 
and orange juice with pulp 
and refrigerate until slight¬ 
ly thickened. 

Beat with wire wisk until 
fluffy adding one egg white 
at a time, with a bit of salt, 
until mixture is fluffy and 
will stand up. 

In a pyrex mold, which 
has been lined with waxed 
paper, line with either the 
sunshine cake cut to pieces 
resembling lady fingers or 
with lady fingers, bottom 
and sides. Pour in part of 
gelatin mixture, and top 
with cake. Continue until 
all the gelatin mixture is 
used and put final layer of 
cake on top. 

Refrigerate for several 
hours. Turn out on a platter 
and frost all over with 
whipped cream. Garnish 
with chopped nuts and cher¬ 
ries. This will make gener¬ 
ous portions for about 12.

The whole thing started, about 20 minutt 
according to Mr. Ward, when ing that the spe 
his father was traveling for seems about as 
an eastern import firm.

Mr. Ward Sr. gathered reci¬ 
pes on his own and found 
out that the best orange 
marmalade was made from 
a bitter orange, indigenous 
to Spain. He also discovered 
that the tree had never been 
brought to the United States. 

It was easy for the import¬ 
er to bring two of the bitter 
orange trees to California 
from Seville, via New York. 

He planted these trees in 
1891 at the Highland Avenue 
address (the family home) 
and began experimenting 
with bitter-sweet marmalade 
—the beginning of the pres¬ 
ent business. 

MR. WARD says his fa¬ 
ther’s plan was to try to 
make a marmalade as good 
as, if not better than, that 
made by the English, who 
are famous for the delicacy. 

Experimenting with his 
recipes on a small scale 
while continuing in the im¬ 
port. business. Mr. Ward of¬ 
fered no great threat to the 
British export houses, but he 
was perfecting his own jel¬ 
lies, using fruit from his 
own groves. 

Upon retiring in 1918, Mr. 

Ward went into marmalade 
manufacturing full time and 
soon increased his business 
by expanding his line of 
wares. He began making a 
jelly line, preserves, and in¬ 
cluded in his production the 
pickling of fruits and the 
preparing and packing of 
olives, onions and other 
cocktail tidbits. 

The business remained 
small but the demand for the 
delicacies became greater as 
the name of Ward became 
well known throughout the 
country among buyers and 
sellers of fine marmalades, 
preserves and jellies. 

In spite of the rapid 
growth of the area in which 
it is located, the Ward Co. 
continues operating along 
small lines, because the 
owner feels this assures bet¬ 
ter quality, and quality is 
his main interest.

Mix 
flour, salt and spices together, 
sprinkle over apples and toss to 
mix. Add apples, orange juice 
and rind to raisin mixture. Put 
into pastry lined pie plate. Dot 
with butter and add top pastry. 
Seal and flute edge of pastry and 
cut steam openings in top crust. 
Bake at 425° for 45 to 50 min., 
or until pastry is nicely browned.

Fish shaded San Olene Canyon, 
raising not being as profit¬ 
able as expected, Roberts de¬ 
cided to build a mountain 
resort, where paying guests 
could come and stay as long 
as they wished. Aided by 
Frank Vaughn, well-remem¬ 
bered little hermit of the 
Santa Anita, he built a fine 
trail to meet the Sturtevant 
Trail, which ran high on the 
hills above, and soon con¬ 
structed his camp. Never will 
a camp like this embrace our 
mountains again. 

ROBERTS Camp became a 
small mountain city, consist¬ 
ing of several cabins along 
Winter Creek and a large 
lodge complete with kitchen, 
diningi room and dance floor, 
accommodations for 180 peo¬ 
ple. Even a Los Angeles 
County Library and Post Of¬ 
fice were put in, all the sup¬ 
plies and equipment being 
packed over the Sturtevant 
Trail from Sierra Madre. 

On Saturday nights the 
canyon would echo the mu¬ 
sic of the little band, and the 
shuffle of booted feet of 
those happy mountain folks 
who danced to it. Here in the 
early morning hours the 
fisherman caught his limit 
of trout in the cold clear 
streams. In those days the 
big red Pacific Elecric cars 
would bring hundreds of 
hikers to our town. Most of 
them headed for Roberts 
Camp. Deep into the night 
the hills would ring with 
shouts and laughter. A pleas¬ 
ant sight it was too see the 
string of little flickering 
lights from the “bugs” that 
lighted their way. 

With the coming of World 
War I Roberts’ business be¬ 
gan falling off. It worried 
him a great deal and he 
turned to his old trade — 
trapping—to survive. Leav¬ 
ing Joe Clark in charge of 
the camp, he headed with 
Elmer Hartwick for the back 
country. They built a crude 
cabin at Squaw Valley and 
trapped the surrounding 
area. They made quite a 
profit that year as furs were 
up in price. 

UNDER THE management 
of Joe Clark in 1919, Roberts 
Camp was booming. This is 
the year that 5,000 hikers 
passed the halfway house 
during a single three-day 
holiday. So busy was the 
camp, that one weekend they 
ran out of food. Otis John¬ 
son, a pack train operator, 
emptied his well-stocked 
cabin to feed the hungry 
hikers. Roberts returned to 
care for his camp, leaving 
Hartwick to trap alone. 

Roberts Camp was active 
until the depression years 
in the early 30s. Those years, 
on some weekends, not a 
single hiker was to be seen 
on the Sturtevant Trail. 

Nearly deserted, the camp 
was fast becoming a ghost 
town in the canyon.
